Ohio, a con­ 
trib u to r w rites a highly entertaining 
and practically helpful article about 
cutworm*. T h e ravages of cutworms 
are fully described and definite sug­ 
gestions as to how to get rid of them 
are reported. 
Some of the remark­ 
able facta about 
cutworm s are in­ 
cluded in the following extract taken 
from the article: 
“Cutworm* are true burglars. 
“ As long as the day last* they re­ 
main in hiding under sticks, stones, 
or trash— or even below the tU r fU v 
of the ground; and as soon as night, 
fall* 
tlvey com e forth to 
steal the 
lives of tender plants. 
“It is wise precaution on the part 
of these 
insect burglars 
to 
hide 
during the day, for they are smooth 
and plump and just the sort of titbit t 
birds are alw ays looking for. If these 
night-prowling rascals 
would only 
stop and satisfy their hunger by eat* 
ing 
the plants as 
they cut 
them 
down, they would be less 
rascally. I 
But no! 
They go on appeasing their j 
voracious 
appetites with 
merely ■ 
what they bite out In cutting down 
the plants; thus a doren 
plants He j 
flat and wilted in the m orning sun, 
sacrificed for one late dinner.
